Paris, July 24.—By establishing a 
new altitude record of 19,530 feet with 
three passengers aboard and a new 
record of 18,530 feet with two passen- 
f ers, Aviator Sergeant Btienne Poulet 
as just wrested the laurel from the 
Germans. In- establishing this new 
world's record lor altitude with vwo 
passengers, Poulet was obliged to lly 
in unfavorable weather, 
reaching a 
height of 18,530 'feet, sufficient to low- 
er the 18,100 record held by German 
Lieutenant Bien. 
A few days later, Poulet was blessed 
with ideal weather and motor condi- 
tions. With three men aboard: M. 
Proust, weighing 145 pounds; M. 
Duche. weighing 1-iS pounds, and M.. 
•Paillard, weighing 125 pounds, togeth- 
er tvith 21 pounds of ballast; Pouiet 
reached an altitude of 19,630, taking 
the previous record of 17,500 feet from 
the German flyer Sabatling. This 
leaves the French in possession of all 
aviation records previously held- by 
the /&ern^».n£,.it_is,Baid. .

One of the most novel celebrations 
in the country was held* in. his honor 
October 7, 1915, when "Riley day", 
was observed with a banquet'in In- 
dianapolis and in- schools of the coun- 
try a.Uended by more than 1,000,000 
children. 
Mr. Riley never married. His near- 
est living' relative is a' sister, Mrs.

series of decrees, which later will be 
included in a new constitution, ac- 
cording to recent arrivals from Mexi- 
co City,. 


The new regulations it is said will 


provide that all foreign investors be- 
fore entering business in Mexico 
agree not to have recourse in any case 
to any other law than that of Mexico, 
and that they will not be entitled to 
any privileges not enjoyed by Mexi- 
cans. . 


Protect Forelfln Capital. 
It will also provide that 
foreign., 
capital already invested 
in Mexico 
may enjoy the right to be considered 
foreign and be entitled to the protec- 
tion of its own government until the 
expiration of the concession or agree- 
ment that it may have entered into, 
provided it is not for a very long per- 


Anqther provision is designed to fix 
a unftorm period for all the long or 
unlimited contracts, leases or conces- 
sions in which foreign capital is inter- 
ested, and that at the end of this 
period they will be considered subject 
only to the authority of the Mexican, 
government and 
deprived 
of 
the 
rights of appeal for protection to their 
respective governments. 
Is a Relief Measure. 
These measures, it is understood, 
are to be incorporated in the Mexican, 
constitution when the constitutional 
assembly meets in Quertero in tha 
near future, and. it is the belief of 
Chief Carranza and his advisers t'aat 
they will suffice to avoid the danger 
of complications with the European 
powers and as a natural sequel will 
lift from the United States the re- 
sponsibility of defending the territor- 
ial integrity of Mexico against the . 
possibilities- of . seizure or lands or 
properties by any foreign nation in 
order to pay the claims of their na- 
tionals.

"inflammation of the bowels." 
Surgery knew little of the use of 


antiseptics, so when men were cut, 
wounded, or bruised gangrene, blood 
poisoning, or tetanus fought for their 
lives. 


Convulsions of infants and cholera 
infantum destroyed hundreds of thou- 
sands. 
Child-bed fever, due to infec- 


tion through ignorance of asepsis at 
birth, was a nightmare in every coin- 
mv.nitj'. 


Skilled 
physicians and 
surgeons 
were not plentiful, 
nor 
was 
their 
services easily obtained. 
Puerperal 


hemorrhage, other accidents of labor, 
and puerperal septicemia were com- 
mon. 


It was not so long ago when piles 


of garbage, filth arid decay were to 
be seen lying in the camps, hamlets, 
villages, towns and cities of the 
en- 
tire country. 


Today every town has its 
health 


officer and every city has its health 
department. As much money is spent 
on health departments in the United 


! States today as is spent upon educa- 
tion. 


In the year 1014 for the City of New 


York alone ?3,534,240 were appropriat- 
ed for such current expenses. There 
was a little army of 3,421 on 
the 
Health Department, payroll watching 
over the simitry conditions of float- 
ing baths, stationary pools, 
bathing 
beaches, tents, camps, bungalows, and 


Klein, following Pasteur, had not yet

dreams. 
Bacterial diseases of plants- 
and animals went 
their destroying 


way unmolested. 
The silk industry 


of France was threatened with silk 
worm disease. 


Pasteur,, knowing the meaning of 
micro-organisms, -was called into ac- 
tion. He discovered the disease, con- 
quered it, and eliminated it. making 
It possible for the silk industry to 
continue. In the old days there was 
no remedy for such disease. 
When

arteries, uremia, heart disease, alco- 
holism or autointoixication underlying 
It may be dangerous.
